A victim of the offender's crime

A witness to the crime

A family member of a victim who is deceased, incompetent, or a
minor

The parent or guardian of a victim or witness who is a minor or
incompetent

Concerned for your safety

What is notification?

We will provide notification by phone and mail when an offender:Transfers
to a minimum security or pre-release facility

Returns to higher security from a minimum or pre-release facility
Receives a final release date

Receives an emergency escorted release
